Derep lizards have become an important article of 
commerce in southern China. The exrortations are 
made from the port of Pakhoi. These lizards are pro- 
cured from the town of Nan-sung, in the province of 
Kivangsi, where they live in the earth at a depth of 
three or four inches. During the night they leave their 
holes and are easily caught. Last year Pakhoi exported 
174,636 lizards, valued at £2,000. Dried liza are 
used by the Chinese in making a kind of soup, and they 
are also used in medicine as a preventative of con- 
sumption. The demand for this medicine is so lurgein 
Hong Kong that it is very costly.
